here xrev© for 7redfare comes fromcherook=vo 


to blind ; becauſe Wealth often blinds men with 
Vain-ghry. And on, this ſcore it 1s, that our Sa- 
viour ( after haying abſolved this period ) de- 
ſcends unto the diſcourſe about our Eyes, v. 22. 

It is hard if in fo great an Aſſembly. as this of 


| Rich men, none need a gentle leſſon againſt vain- 
ciryſet. glory. Does any man here value himſelf for what 


he has, not what he 5; or think all others do ſo ? 
Nay for this he is often reproacht and ſham'd, 
One burſting with envy to-ſee his great Eſtate, 

preſently ſpits ic upon his mean Original, His 


brave Houſe in which he glories, did it not lift its 


creſt into publick view, the goers by might not 
mock it, for being guilded: with the Revenews 
of ſad Widays and deſpoyled Orphans, It others 
Civility ſhould ſpare a man in this, yet his Rea- 
ſon might reclaim him-frem any huff of himſelf 
on ſuch an account. -Does a fine Livery make a 
ſervant good ? Does a Jade become a good 
Horſe by putting a Golden-bit into his mouth ?

| 1, Beppery , no nor Poverty afſumed or by 
conſtraint, are here affianced to Chriſtianity ; * as 
Salmeron ingeniouſly grants againſt the common 
current of his Popiſh Brethren: whoſe Arguments 
for irare as poor, as the Clients they plead for : 
For whoſe further credit, you may know that ir 
was Celeftius the Heretick's Opinion, But S. Ay- 
guSline adviſes us better : Ut:lius terrena opulentia 
tenetur humiliter , quam ſuperbe relinguitur. That 
wealth 3s better retain'd humbly , then diſcarded 
proudly, 'Tis no perfeftion but infirmity, which 
they fearing and knowing fled the temptations of 
Riches. "Tis more valiant to deſpiſe what you 
have,then to have not co deſpiſe. The Champion 
{tripping himſelf 1s but entring the fight ; has _. 
not overcome. Therefore lend ſuch the pardon 
of their infirmity, load them not with the envy of 
perfefiion. Who ſhall by lying naked on the water 
getto ſhore, but by ſwimming ſtoutly ? *Tis one 
thing to be Chriſt's Apoſile, Diſciple, and anether 
to be a Chriſlian. To thoſe he commanded this, -

that has 2 Prodigal. Son or Servant to weep over ? 
| How can ſuch Exteſſes above moſt degrees and 
ranks of men ( with the waſting and breaking of o- 
thers) owe themſelves reaſonably toany other cauſe 
than this? Men are grown too dear for themſelves: 
The well-ordered Old ſober ranks of Citizens are 
broken : Youths and Mean men flutter it our with 
their Betters, and the City vies it with the Court, 


Theſe Prodigals that will keep nothing elſe, the. 


Scripture reads their Doom, Luke's oo 6. that they 
will be at lengthglad to keep Hoggs, and their deli- 
cious palates totake their ſuppings out of 7roughs.

waies drawing, and net diſcharging and unlading 
like the flomach. And when it has done us all this 
evil,it robs us of the ſenſe and feeling of it ; ſtopping 
our mouths (as it were) that we cannot call for hep. 
How can ve retain our Faithlove Honefty, if Mony 
can corrupt us ? Or how ſhall we war with ſpiritual 
powers, if we cannot overcome dead matter 2 O then, 
fubjeA not thy rational Soul to theſe irrational things : 
and Jay not up treafures upon Earth. 
2,And what thou maift Jay »p lawfully chou muſt 

not lay up for thy felf ; like the Dead-Sea ſwallows 
ing up all che farning ſhowrs from Heaven, and 
Chryſtal Rivers ; as not to thy own behotf, ſo nor 
the benefit of others, For as thou haſt a ſhare of the 
World,and more than thy proportion; ſothe World
